And whereas the Scribe, as this awnſwerer tearmeth 
him, thruſteth in a parẽtheſis, as hath bin ſaid, that theſe 
two men are very baſe in birth, the awnſwerer handleth 
that poynte ſomewhat at large, eſpecially touching the 
Cardinall , for that he lyuing in ſo eminent a place of 

e ſuch a ſlaunder (as he ſaith) is not to be paſſed 
ouer by ſilence, albeit the other beinge a Religious mi 
and hidden from the worlde, make leſſe accompte of 
ſuch affaires. 

And by this occaſion he commeth to defend 12

In the ſecond parte of my L. Letter, he defendeth 
ſomewhat the gentry ofthree perſons touched before 
in the firſte Ingliſhe awnſwere, to vvit my L. of Leice- 
ſter Sir Nicolas Bacon , and his owne; and for the firſte 
he ſaith that Leiceſters great grãdfather (whome many 
men reporte to haue bin a carpenter) was no leſſe then a 
tord Dudleys ſonne, wherewith this awnſwerer faith he 
vvil not greatly trouble himſelf at this preſent, thoughe 
this new genealogie ſeeme ſtrãg & not credible to many 
lngliſhe mens eares of moſte knowledge & experience 
that liue abwade , and neuer heard ofthe ſame — 

For the ſecond his L. ſaith no more , but that albeit

much more for his gentrie,aftirming that his howſe, to 
wit the Cecills of Stamford, doe come of the auncient 
bo'wſe of the Sitfiltes of wales, aud are deſcended from the 
eigne of the conquerour, & haue matched,<7 cum of many 
| le bowſec bor of Ingland and wales, yea of the Princes 
wales (for theſe are my L. owne wordes in his fore 
aid letter)aud that his L.grandfather Dauid Cecil came aut 
of. +. of a ſergeant at armes firſt , with King Henry 
the ſeenth,, and was by the ſaide King placed as Samford, 
was Steward of his mothers hoWwſe the Counteſſe of 
Richmond, and after was ſquyer for the body, both to 
King Henry the 7.and alſo to King Henry the eight: hither- 
to is my L. Treaſures oyvne allegation for this gentry, 

and nobility. 

To all vvhich, this awnſwerer replieth , that ſo dili · 
gent a diſplaying of genealogies by his owne hand 
vvriting at this inſtant , when he handleth the match of 
hisgrandchild with Arbella , implieth a further ſequel, 
them euery man doth looke into, eſpecially vvhere he 
addeth that his howſe is deſcended of the very old Princes of 


Wales — 8 
Secondly he taketh vpon him to ſhew that al this 
flouriſh, or at leaſte wiſe the more part thereof, is but an 
ambitious fiction of M. Cecill himſelf, and very tidicu- 
lous to all Ingliſh of the diſcreeter ſort; for that he ſaith, 
many yet remeber when M. Cecil for diuers yeares 
after his comming to creditt, went about to deriue his 
name of Cecil, frõ Cecilius the Romaine name,whereof 
theire vvere diuers , but eſpecially that famous rich 
man named Cæcilius Claudius vvho as Plinius writeth, 
after greate loſſes receaued in the ciuil warres , lefte 
notwithſtanding in his teſtament , aboue foyre thou- 
ſand ſlaues, and aboue three thouſand yoke of oxen, 
and aboue two hundred and fifty thowſand of other ca- 
tell beſydes infinite quantitie of ready mony, vnto 
whome this awnſwerer uppoſeth that our M. — 
at that 
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at thattyme, deſired to be like as well in vvealth as in 
name, and for that he imagined that the progenye of 
thoſe Cecils had remayned in Ingland , euen from the 
Romainestyme,andthart his howſe vvas deſcended of 
the fame : He write himſelf (as he doeth now alſo in 
this his letter) Cecil, with two c. c. and after the firſt 
of them an k, which is far different in antographie 
fro Sitſilt vvhich himſelf w riteth with tvvo s.

bring that to paſſe. This doe reporte ſuch as haue hard it 
of the Counteſſe owne mouth, and perhaps her ſonne 
may yet remember it though he vvil not dare to ſpeake 
it; neither remembred M. Cecil at that tyme to vvrite 
himſelf Sitſilt to euacuate that prophecie , as he mighte 
haue done, had he knowen himſelfthen to haue deſcen- 
ded of that howſe which now he pretendeth.

that his ſonne the Treaſures father, named alſo Dauid 
Cecil (if 1 eget not) ſhould be onely groome of the 
vvardrobe, & ſo plaine, and meane a man, as thouſandes 
yet can teſtifie that be vvas? & how finally VVilliam 
Cecil their child now Treaſurer could be ſo poore, and 
meanely brought vp, as to parte of his maynte- 
nance by ringing the morning 2 at his beginning in S.

All vyhich vvordes this avvnſvverer examineth,and Exech.g. 
firſte vvhat difference there is in holy vvryt betvvene Proxerb.2g, 
diſperſers and gatherers , and vvhat curſe there is laide 
vpon the one & bleſsing vpon the other by Gods ovvne 
mouth,and that being M. Cecill, and other perſecutours 
at the inſtigation of the devil do ſo attend to diſperſe 
their countreymen; good reaſon ſome others ſ hould 
ſerue God in gatheringe, and nouriſhing the diſperſed 
for his cauſe. 

Secondly he ſheweth that theſe two men haue no 
need to vie greate laboursin gathering together theſe 
2 as the proclamation — for that God 

imſelf — them aboundantely from al partes of 
the Realme, and the euidente truth of the Catholique 
faith ſtireth them to ſeeke meanes abreode for the ſalua 
tion of their ſoules, ſeing they can not be permitted to 
haue them at home: and whereas many were letted be- 
fore from comming out of Ingland, for that they knew 
not where to goe to be receaued , mayntayned and in- 
ſtructed, now being informed thereof by this indiſcrete 
roclamation of M. Cecils penning , which admo- 
niſheth all men that beſydes the former colledges, and 
Seminaries in France and Rome, there are other alſo 
newly erected in Spaine , many haue reſolued to come 
ouer, which otherwiſe had ſtayed in Ingland,8& fo them 
ſelues at theire comming haue orofeſſed : and the King 
of Spayne among other Princes hauing ſeene ſo barba- 
rous an edicte, and conſidered the conſcienceles cauſes 
of their diſtrefles hath 2 enlarged his fauours to- 
wardes the ſaide Ingliſ he Seminaries in his dominions 
both by his perſonall viſiting of that in validolid, and 
r allowance tovyardes the mayntenance of the

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ſame, and thus doeth M. Cecil profit by his new diuiſes. 
Thirdly he ſheweth that theſe ſtudents come not 
out of Ingland neither for lacke of liuing , nor for 
crimes committed, as the proclamation moſte vg- 
iuſtly doth ſlaunder them. Not for the firſte , 5 
that they being commonly gentlemen, or vvealthie 
peoples children, and as good witts as any lefte be. 
— them , they might eaſely haue preſerrmente, 
yt they vvould apply — to the proteſtant 
proceedings , and here he ſheweth at large the great 
multitude of gentlemens ſonnes , vvhich leauin 
their inheritances , and other hopes of vvorldly vor 
ſibilities at home, do come ouer dayly to ſtudy, and 
be made prieſts vvith infinite deſire to returne a- 
aine quickly to Ingland, vvhere prieſthoode is more 
ated, infamed , and purſued , then any cryme or 
vvickednes in the vvorld: and that no ſuch deſire 
vvas ſcene in gentry and nobilitie to prieſthood in 
Catholiquetyme, vvhen is vvas honorable and com- 
modious to be a prieſte, vvhich muſte needes procede 
of Gods owne hande : and that there are more 
gentlemen this day in the Inghſhe Seminaries of 
France, Rome, & Spaine , then in all the Clergy of In- 
land tvviſe told , to vvhich no gentleman common- 
y will affoord his ſonne to bea Miniſter , and much 
leſſe his daughter to; be a Miniſters vvyf ; vvith di- 
uers examples of the baſenes of their chiefe Prelates, 
as among others of Pierſe, & Cooper; Archbiſſ hop, 
& Biſſhop, of yorke and wincheſter, both borne at 
Oxford , as this felow ſaith, the one the ſonne of a la- 
bourer , and the other of a cobler , and diuers o- 
thers like vnto them, vvhich yet M. Cecil toucheth 
not with baſenes , nor that they ent to their mini- 
ſerie for neede. 
And that theſe ſtudents come not ouer for — 
committed he ſaith is much more plaine by the he 
e 
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the Magiſtrates of Ingland haue to receaue them backe 
againe with all grace and fauor, yf they vvould returne: 
and he noteth fora very markable thing, that in theſe 
twentie yeares, vvhetein aboue a hundred ofthe Semi- 
naries haue bin put to death publiquely , and — 
for their religion, and many hundreds haue liued in 
Ingland in common attire of other men , the more 
thereby to diſſembletheircalling , neuer yet any one 
of them in ſo many yeares hath bin apprehended , or 
puniſ hed for any crime or diſorder of life, or man- 
ners as thefte , murder, adulterie , quarreling , co- 
ſening , or the like: for vvhich crymes and vvorſe, 
notwithſtanding al Ingland knawerh that their min 
ſters, are at euery aſiſealmoſtAbropghe to the barr, 
and many tymes alſo to the gallowes it ſelf: neither 
at the condemnations of theſe ſo many prieſts as haue 
bin martyred hathe any ſuch matter of cryme or 
euill life bin proued againſt them , but onely matters 
of iudgement and learning layd to their charge which 
M. Cecil in this proclamation by a new fonde, phan- 
taſtical phraſe tearmeth Schoole points of ſedition , as 
for example, to teach that a man muſte confeſſe his 
ſynnes to a prieſte , that he muſte make reſtitution 
of ſuch things as he hath taken vvtongefully from 
others, that he muſte heare maſſe , that he muſte 
acknovvledge the Biſſ hop of Rome to be ſuperame 
heade of the Church next vnder Chriſte , and the 
like vvhich vvere poyntes of ſchoole, and accomp- 
ted both currant and Catholique doctrine in In- 
gland for a thouſand yeares before Cecil vvas bornez 
and are at this preſent in other countreyes abroade, 
and will to the worldes ende , when a thouſand ſuch 
malignant and — — Cecil is iſ halbe 
dead , and rotten , and roſting in hell for their 
vvickednes ; and yet _ for theſe crimes of aun- 
cient doctrine, and our fathers faith are theſe prieſts 


appre- 
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apprehended condemned, & murdered, which well de- 
— their innocency in crymes of life, and manners, 
whatſoeuer the ſtaunderous toung of Cecill the old 
Atheiſte affirmeth to the contrary. 

The like manifeſte lye, & — this awnſwerer ſaith 
it is, herby ſuch as go ouer to the Seminaryes are na- 

ed here by M. Cecill amultitude of diſolute yonge men,

drincke & toſſe pottes with any man, that he will fight, 
and braw le, ſueare, and ſtare, and folow queanes ; cutt, 
and hacke , and takea purſe when opportunitie is offe- 
red; in this caſe this defender aſſureth himſelf that no 
purſeuante in Ingland would euer lay handes on ſuch a 
man for a recuſant , though he neuer went to church 
throughout the whole yeare, as moſte of ſuch proteſtã- 
tical good felowes do not in deede , excepte it be only

Againe he faith that M. Cecil telleth not of the tor- 
ments, tortures, and other violences vſed to Catho- 
liques againſt al law in priſons , to make them con- 
felſe and diſcry others of the ſame Religion; he faith 
nothing of the barbarous , and blouddy queſtions vr- 

ed vpon men for their very thoughts ro come ; vvhat 
— vvould do, perſuade, or iudge, yf yvarres for 
Religion ſhould happen in Ingland ; as yf the Pope, 
or any other Catholique Prince, ſhould aſ ke his fren- 
des or ſubiects, or the huſ band ſhould examine his 
vvife vyhat they vvoulde doe in ſuch or ſuch caſes, 
vvherein it is euident that vnder payne of damnation 
they are bound to be againſte him ; and yet no ciuil 
humaine Prince vvill euer aſke ſuch demaundes before 
hand, ſo that he concludeth Maiſter Cecil to be a 4» erer feng 
very monſter and to breake all law of nature, nations, de ler.

that of Nero Caligula, or Heliogabulus (for they had 
yet pn ome)wherby it is eaſie to iudge in what af- 
lied caſe 2 Catholiques do ſtand, whoſe liues, & 
beings muſte depend of the ſame.

ſes ſo much out of order, ſenſe, propriety and methods 
in this praclamation , as it — declareth (ſaith he,) 
that he doth not oneſy lacketrew iudgemente, vviſe - 
dome, and learning, but alſo that he can not wel ſpeake M.Cecilne 

n liſh, with any grauitie, ot proprietie, but lodgethvp vviſemes, 

allkis proclamations & other writings with idle — 
pot tea mes, without ſenſe, iudgemente, or conuenien- 
cie very oſten, and that he is ſo farr of from all ability to 
write any one page of the fluente graue and ſubſtãtious 
ſtile of the Cardinall whome he ſtoffeth at, as yf he were 
otherwiſe in Chriſtianitie and honeſtie fit for the ſame, 
yet his grace would be loth to entertaine him for his ſe- 
cretary , thought the ſimple Duke of Somerſet a man 
wholy vnlearned , moſte vnfortunately both for him- 
ſelf and others tooke him for his , and broughtehim in 
to be alſo the ſame to the King his pupil, as the ir 
ruynes felt it aſter, & ſince that tyme how he hath crepte 
vp by abuſing her Maieſtie that now is; and how vnde- 
ſeruedly he hath gotten the place, and riches that now 
he euery diſcreete man in Inglãd doeth eaſt- 
ly ſee ; and yt he were here in baniſhement (faith this 
awnſwerer to ſhew,and ſ hifte for himſelf as others dv 
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Chis far betters euery way and that by his procurement 
he would appeare but a filly ſoule, excepte onely in 
lying, andcoſening, which — among vs , faith this 
awnlyyerer, is not accompted vviſedome but diſho-

which cauſe alſo the Apolteles vſed this word Catholique | 
to diſtinguiſh the trevy Church of Chriſte , from al 

other falſe conuenticles of heretiques, and feigned Chri- 

ſtians ; of all vvhich this man inferreth by diuers teſti - 
monyes of S. Auguſtine, and other fathers, that no 

name is more glorious in the vvorld then to be cal- 

led a Cut holiqueʒ and that the Kings of Spaine haue iuſtly 

to reioyce, and take honour of this tytle geuen them b 

the ſea Apoſtolique notvvitſtanding Maiſter Ceci 

ſcoffe, and that it is much more ridiculous , & apiſhe in 

the Miniſters of Ingland to geue the tytle of defender of 

the Cat holique faith, fo ſolemnely in every of theire ſer- 

mons to the Queene of Ingland — is a tytle that 

vvas aſsigned to her father, by Po o the tenth for 
vvriting only againſt Luther in —— of papiſtrie, 

vvhich her Maieſtie impugneth, and perſecuteth to 

death; and therefore to hold the tytle, and to deny 

the faith, no man can imagin (ſaith this aw nſweter) how 

it can ſtand together, but onely by M. Cecils combina- 

nation, that can pach together any thing for his purpoſe 

in what kind ſoeuer.

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s he i what a miſerable daungerous ſtate 
Maiſter Cecil hath broughte not onely himſelf , but 
alſo her Maieſtie ynto , that whereas other Princes 
diſcharge their conſciences by confeſsion, and re- 
ceauing abſolutiõ of the Church appointed by Chriſte 
our ſaviour , euery yeare many tymes ; her Ma- 
ieſtie hath paſſed ouer now fower and thirtie yeares 
without that benefit , contrarie to the example of all 
the Kinges , and Queenes of Ingland her noble pro- 

* genitours , that euer were from the firſte conuerſion 
of the ſame vnto hertyme ; whereof none ever wanted 
this honour and benefit of a confeſſour bur herſelf, 
£xcepte it were perhaps King Edward her brother, 
who being a child, and in the handes of others, can 
make no preſident to the contrary ; but for King 
Henry her father , he obſerued the fame alſo mo 
ſtrictely euen vnto his dying day, and made it death 
vnto him that ſhould contradi& the ſame,and fo did all 
his aunceſtours before him obſerue the like moſte holy 
beneficial,and Cathotique vſe, in ſo much that(in deed) 
her Maieſtie is the very tirſte of all lagliſh Princes, that 
euer hath auentured to caſte her ſoule into that æternall 
daunger, as to heape fower and thirtie yeares ſinnes to- 
gether, without confeſsion or abſolution of the Church, 
and to leaue them to the ſeuere iudgemẽte of almighty 
God, vpon contempte of that ſpiritual tribunal whi 
he hath * his Church fr the remiſsion of the 

e, and all this vpon M- Cecils perſuaſion (faith this 
awnſwerer) who being oppreſſed withthe multitude of 
his owne ſynnes, wil nat be able to help her Maieſtie in 
that day, and for that Cardinall Allen, father Perſons, & 
others oftheir coate, and charitie, do pitty her Maieſtie 
— great danger, therefore M. Cecil auoucheth them 

r traitours. 

Vberefore this Section is concluded vvith a ſharpe 

| repxechen- 
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reprehenſis of my L. Treaſurers proceedings, woordes, 
and dealings againſt theſe two men in ſpecial , who yer 
are auouched neuer to haue done bim hurt, nor to 
any other proteſtant that hath paſſed in Catholique 
countryes, where their credites might haue vvrought 


them preiudice, yt — vvould. And in particuler he Cecils grand -· 


alleageth how that

And the ſirſte remedie is, that ho Godly Munters of 


fe — the Che vc do by their dilgente teaching, and example of 


life, retour the people ſtedfaſt m the profeſsion 'of the Gho- 


bel, here the avvntvveret handleth diuers points, firſt 
the ſnale credit, and authoririe (a he ſaih) of the 
Ingl:(h Mamſters do@rine,and teaching, which partly 
for lacke of ſtu ly, and learning (thote few apoſtatas 
_ dead chat at the beginning made ſome flouriſ he 
vvith theire ſ kill gotten in the Catholique ſchooles) 
and partfy by their diuiſton, vvrangling, and diflenfion 
among themſelues, the one diſcouering the others 
wanrs, and principally by the _—_— and replyes of 
Catholiques in refutation of their ildiſh nouelties, 
the credit (1 ſay) and eſtimation of the Inghſh mini- 
ſerie , for matter of learning is come to beſo (male, 
among ſuch as haue iudgemente, as they art very con- 
temptidle, eſpecially ſince they haue refuſed all diſputa- 
tion, writing of bookes, & other reaſonable trial offred 
of the other part, & iynce they haue brought their mã- 
ner of preaching to only rayling, and to blouddy exag- 
gerating of matters of treaſons out of their pulpits, 
where matters of conſcience, good life, & of ſweete Chri 
ſtan charifgie ſhould be handled: & therefore he cõclu- 
deth that this firſte parte of remedy hath no force in the 
way the wiſer ſorte, to retayne them in the pro- 
feſs ion of their new. Ghoſpell; but rather to cauſe men 
of diſcretion to run from it, & ſo would infinite mul- 
tirudes do in Inglad, were it not for the only Magiſtra- 
tes authoritie, which bindeth the againſt theirwillsto be 
at their Miniſters Churches, & conuenticles, & to heare 
their wude & miſerable bellowing frõ their pulpits. 

And much leſſe (faith he) can theire example of life 
xerayne the people ſtedfaſte in their Ghoſpell , ſing 
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they themſelues are ſo variable, and changeable in the 
ſame, & in ſo few yeares are fallen to ſuch mortal warrs 
among themſelues aboutwhich, and what is their Gho- 
ſpell:ſeing alſo that the liues & maners of the miniſters 
of Inglad are ſo ſcandalous, as no kind of people within 
the land haue ſo euill opinion among all lortes of men 
for wickednes & looſe behauiour, as haue the miniſters, 
& chis may be verified ( ſaith this man) not onely in the 
baſer, & inferiour ſorte oſthem, (which ordinarily are 
the cumme, & refuce of the Realme, ) but alſo in moſte 
ofthe very chief, to wit, ofthe Biſhops , Prelares and 
other gouernoursofthe clergie, yfthe late bookes of 
the puritanes toll rrew, and yfthe matters printed of le- 
cherie'againſt Sandes late Archbiſhop of Yorcke , & of 
thefte, & other like'crimes againſt Elmer that preſently 
is Bil hop of Londs , & of al beaſtlynzs againſt the pre- 
ſent Biſhop of 8. Davies , & others his compaignons 
lately preſented to the reſſe by Norton beare any cre- 
ditt, then much leſſe effeftual (faith he) is this parte of 
remedy then the former. — | 

Torhis firſt temedie pertainethalfo that which folo- 
 werh inthe fate prodamatis, that enery man muſte pray 
earneſtly to almighty God to aftiſte this fo nuturei, honora- 
ble, & profitable aſernice bemg oneiy for defence of their na- 
turall country, their Wines , families children, livides goods, 
liberties , & their poſterities, againſt ravening ftrungers, 
wilfull deſtroyers Jo natiite eonntry , c 'monſtrous 
traytonrs. All which this awnſwetercalleth M. Cecils ri- 
dictilbus & rauimg Rherorique; & warring in the aver 
without an enemy, for that this defendãt hauing proued 
before (as he ſuppoſeth) moſte enidently that there is 
no ſitue at all of any ſuch attempte or inuaſion towards 
by the King, nat of any ſuch intentiõ or leaſt cogitatiõ 
of treaſon or hoſtility in the prieſts, & leſuits that come 
into Ingland out of the Seminaries; all this crying out of gejguey pre- 
defence of ati all country agamft ſtrangers traytonrs,is tences of M. 
bur an artificiall flouriſh of him that would ſeeme to be Cecis,

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a frend, & carefull defender, ho in deed hath bin, & is, 
the onely tyrante , and deſtroyer ofthe ſame; and hath 
broughte it al — to that poynte, that to treate onely 
now of reſtoring the old, aunciẽte, Catholique faith to 
the ſame,wherein his, & our forefathers from the begin- 
ning of Chriſtianitie baue lived & died ſo Godly and 
— — be accompted to put in hazarde our wi- 

ues families, cuuldrẽ, lãdes, goods, liberties, & poſterities 
as though our predeceſſours in ahe Catholique faith did 
not etheſe things farre more aboundatly then we 
do now, ſynce the bringing in of new religions, or as 
though our naturall country was not as honorably de- 
fended, & mayntayned then, When graue, & noble Ca- 
tholique men had the — thereof, as ſynce M. Cecil 
gar vp to the ſtearne, or as though the intentiõ of theſe

bellas tytle to the chiefeſt garlad , & his neeces to match 
with great men of the land for the fortifying of this & 
other his plotts; & all this muſte be contriued vnder 
ſhew, & pretẽce of moſte honorable , & naturalldefending 
of the Realme, yea of wines, families children, landes 1 
liberties, & poſterities, &to the end that no mi may looke 
into theſe doings at homeſeſ pecially het Maieſtie who- 
me moſte it concerneth ) all mens eares are to be filled, 
and held attent ſvvith clamours and outries of inua- 


ſions, and daungers from abrod, by nn 
w 
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wilful deſtroyers of their natiue per y Gras mõſtrous 
—— and for more iſie eceptfull ſhew 
of (ome good meaning in this poynte, all men are exhor 
ted by u. Cecil to haue recourſe to God by prayers, whereas 
it is well knowen, by teſtimony of ſuch as liue with him, 
and others, and ſee their liues ; and haue ſerued them in 
their chambers, that neither he, nor Leiceſter, nor ſome 
others that haue bin heads ofthreatning theſe buggs do 
euer lightly vſe that exerciſe of prayer, but liue as meere 
Atheiſts, and laughing at other mens ſimplicity in 
that behalf; and thus much in effecte is ſaide to this 
firſt remedy, 

But beſydes this he addeth ſomewhat alſo about the The v 
worde Ghoſpel, which M. Cecil in his proclamations ſo —— 7 mf 
often iterateth, and yet (ſaith this awnſwerer) no man 
can eaſely geſſe what he meaneth thereby, conſidering 
his owne Religion in Queene Mary an King Edwar- 
des dayes , and his earneſt being againſt the puritans 
vnder this Qneene vntill of late; and now his being for 
them, and yet his complying with her Maieſtie on the 
other ſide, ſo that by his ghoſpel he can not ſeeme to 
meane any other thing but his owne fancie, and deſigne - 
ments for the tyme preſent to ſerue his turne. 

And by this occaſion this aunſwerer declareth, how 
the old fathers and doctours did not vſe this name of 
Ghoſpell — but only for the ſacred writings of 
the fower Euangeliſts; to whome the priuilege of this 
highe word was peculiarly attributed , for that nothing 
in the ſaid writing could be falſe or erroneous , & that 
the — — of Chriſtians founded thereon(eſpecially 

inſt heretiques) was vſually called the Carholigue 
ford, and doctrme, vntill theſe ourdayes , when euery 
man that deuiſed new opinions or wayes,would needes 
cal it the very ghoſpell it ſelf; ſo began Luther, andafrer 
him folowed Gers 13 and Zwinglius, though dif- 
ferent from him, and after them . 
ut 
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about the ſame tyme the Anabapriſtes , Trinitaries , and 
new Arrians in Tranfiluania, and ſynce that in Ingland 
both proteſtants, puritanes, and family of loues of vv hich 
no one will admit worſe name to his ſect, then the ſa- 
cred name of the boly Ghoſpel it ſelf: vvhich being but 
one, and a ſimple truth, and theſe men different and 
repugnant to them ſelues cannot poſsibly be poſſeſſed 
by them all, though all pretend it; and therefore, ſaith 
this awnſwerer, as in a cittie, where one onely pretious 
ſtone is knowento be, yf a man ſhould fynd the ſtreets 
ful of divers cryers ths ſweare and proteſt euery one 
of them to haue this iewell to bimfkif done it vvere 
able to make a wiſe man, thincke rather that none of 
them had it, then that all could haue it; euen ſo( ſaith he) 
in this caſe of pretending the Ghoſpell. 

Moreouer he ſhewerh that of all theſe ſects which at 
this day profeſſe the name of Goſpel! abroad in the 
world, no one eyther within or without the realme, will 
confeſſe that the Religion generally held in Ingland at 
this day, is the pure Ghoſpell, exept perhaps ſome at 
home that dare not ſay the contrary , or eſteeme little of 
any Religion, for abroade he ſheweth firſt out of Lu- 
ther himſelf, how he condemned to hell the hereſy of 
Zwinglius & Caluin now held in Inglad, which VVeſt- 

halus, Illiricus,and all other Lutherans haue followed 
ces. appeareth by their brokes yet in printe, & the 
ecrees are extant of the Earles of Mansfild in the yeare 

1559. and of the Lutheran cities of VVittenberg, Ham- 

and others the yeare 15 60. and ofal the reſte of 

Saxonie the yeare 15 62. which condemned the 4% my 
of Caluin now held in Ingland for damnable berelie. 
The like did theZwinglians as appeareth by the doings, 
and writings of Andreas, Zebedæus, and loannes Ange- 
lus Zwinglian Miniſters againſt Caluin himſelf, * 

et aliue, when they accuſed him to the — — 0 

— in Zuicerlãd for an Archiheretique: & by * pu- 

ä e Oouque 
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blique decree of the ſame citty and Magiſtrate yet extir, 
publiſhed inthe yeare 15 55. ls commaunded that Cal- 
uius inſtitutions, & ſuch other bookes of his as in the 
aſſertions impugned by theſe Miniſters were found, 
ſhould be burned and prohibited as hereticall for euer. 

At home alſo the determination of King Henry the 
eighte , and his parlament for his ſix Articles againſt 
this Religion, &the difference of the communis booke 
in King Edwardes tyme from thisthat now is; & the 
exclamation of Caluin and Bezaagainſtthe ſupremacie 
ofa woman, or lay Prince (whereof dependeth the hart 
of [ngliſ he Religion) & laſtly the multitude of erors, 
hereſies & abominatiõs gathered out of late by the pu- 
ritans (now defended by M. Cecil) in their late hookes 
againſt the proteſtants, whome M. Cecil alſo muſte 
needs admit; all theſe things (faith this awnſwerer) do 
wel ſhew what ground or certaintiethere isinM. Cecils 
Ghoſpell, and how little it oughte to moue a diſcreete 
man his often repeating of the ſame. 

This therefore paſſed ouer, he commeth to handle 
the ſecod remedy appoynted in the proclamatiõ, which 
is of the forces , and preparations of her Maieſtie hy ſea 
and land to withſtand this imaginarie inuaſion, where- 
vnto M.cecilexhortethal good ſubiectes to geue aſsiſtã- 


ce with their handes , purſes, and aduiſes : of which three Forces of 
things this awnſwerer ſaith, that he nothing doubteth, !nglard, 


but that M. Cecil wil eaſely admitt the former two, to 
wit, that men do aſsiſte with their handes, and purſes 
for that in the firſte which is to fight, or put handes to 
woorke M. Cecil hath no ſ kill, nor wil to entermeddle 
himſelf, but only to ſer men on, whiles he, and his do 
looke vpon them; In the ſecond of their purſes , ſeing he 
is Treaſurer , it ſerueth for his purpoſe to pull them on 
as many waies as he can deuiſe, and perhaps it was the 
ateſt motiue of all this tragedie, to fill his coffers by 

is deuiſe: but forthe third which is to aſiſte with their 


es, 
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eduiſes,it is ſpoken onety for courteſies ſake; for in mat- 
ters of moſte weighte in gouernemẽte, & ſtate, M. Cecil 
admitteth few but himſelf, and his owne peculier inſtru- 
ments; and in this I reporte me, ſaith this awnfwerer, 
to the reſte of her Maieſties priuie Councell, how 
truely I ſpeake in this behalf. 

After this, ſaith this awnfwerer,that notwithſtanding 
M. Cecils great bragg of forces, (whereof the poore peo 
ple of the Realme do beare the burds,) yet yt all things 

indifferently, and wiſely conſidered , it may be ſaide 
of M. Cecil, as it was of Moab by the Prophet. Ve haue 
beard of the pride, and arrogancy of Moab: his pride,jand his 
arregancie, and his wrath is greater then his ftrength.which 
this man appliethto M. Cecils cie, & exceedin 
fooliſh, and furious wrathin breaking lo openly — 
arrogantly with all the old Allies ofthe crow ne of In- 
— in prouoking ſo many and ſo potent Princes a- 

road to reuenge their iniuries, in attempting ſo great 
and dangerous changes, and innouations, an pera- 
tiõs at home, as muſte needs at lengh bring al the whole 
howſe about his owne eares, and other mens to, and 
can not poſsibly endure; by all which , and many other 
things that he alleageth, this defendant wil needes haue 
me beleue,that my L.Treaſureris vnaduiſed & not on 
— —— —— but alſo wiſedome, 
circumſpection in the of his doings, and that in 
very truth laying Godes cauſe aſide (whereof his care 
is leaſt) he is alſo for ciuil gouernement a very inſufh- 


cient man. 
The forme Thirdly, and laſtly, he commeth to the forme of in- 
— — pointed 4 the proclamation forthe deg 


out ofthe Seminarie prieſts, and puniſhement as vv 

of them as of all ſuch as ſhall receaue harbour, or com- 
forte them, about vvhich poynt after this awnſwerer 
hath ſhewed that this forme of ſearch &puniſhement is 
more rigorous, & cruell (conſidering all — 
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then euer vvas any ſearch in former tymes of any old 
perſecutours or tyrants, he ſheweth himſelf to wonder 
more at the impudencie,and follie of M. Cecil in ſetting 
downe this ſaide forme of lnquiſitiò, then at any thinge 
touched in this awnſwere before. 

And for his impudency he allcageth theſe vvordes of 
the proclamation , vvherein it is auouched that this 
forme of examination, & vexing of men for the Catho- 
lique faith in Inglãd, is in no wiſe contrar ie, but agreable to 
the moſte auncient la wes, and good vſages of our Realme, 
which this man refuteth, beginning from the firſte Chri- 
ſtian King of the Britans named Lucius, that tooke his 
faith rõ Rome, vnto the laſte called Cadwalladar, that 
made himſelſ a monke, and died in Rome; & aſter that, 
from Ethelbert the firſte lngliſ he Kinge Chriſtined by 
S. Auguſtine a monke, ſent from Rome, vntill the laſte 
Kinge Edward the cõfeſſor, held tor a ante in the ſame 
Religion: & after him from V Villiam Conquerour 
firſt King of the Normans, vnto King Henrie the eighte 
father of her Maieſtie; all which Kinges, and Queenes 
this awnſwerer ſheweth to haue bin contrariein Reli- 

ion to this of M. Cecils,& conſequently to haue made 

| their lawes , and ordinances in fauour of Catho- 
iqueReligion,Ss againſt that which is now held in Ing- 
land; and ſo their formes,of ſearch, and Inquiſitis muſt 
needes be againſt this, & not againſt that;and therefore 
that it is extreame impudency in M. Cecil to auouch 
ſo openly in proclamation , that this tyrannicall forme 
of his inuention againſ the Catholiques , is in no vviſe 
co » but agreable to the moſt auncient lawes of 


e. 
dly for M. Cecils folly, and lack both of wit, & M. Cecile 
conſideratiõ in preſzing a free people with ſuch irking, oli. 


& bloudy lawes, which driue to deſperatiõ, he all 

the authoritie of all graue men that euer wrote 505 
uernemente of comms wealthes,who affirme that ſuch 
proceeding 
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roceeding is lacke ofwiſedome, for that violentcour- 
es endure not long, and feare is no good conſeruer of 
pe ity,and ouermuch rubbing bringeth out bloud, 
and patience abuſed turneth into furie. He noteth alſo 
a want of ludgement in Maiſter Cecil the ſcribe to put 
downe in her Maieſties name, afterrecital of ſo great 
rigour, that ſhe is reſolutely determined to ſuffer no fauonr 
to be ſed for any reſpett of any perſons qualities, or degrees, 
which may chance to ſtirr vp ſome Matathias, and his 
children, and frends one day to do as he hid in his zeale 
for Gods cauſe, being inforced tlierevnto by the indiſ- 
creet oppreſsion of Antiochus the tyrant, to his one 
— and ſeing that it is euident that theſe hard, 
and rigorous woordes, could not proceed of her Maie- 
ſties one inclination; but were thruſte in by Cecil in 
deſpite, and diſgrace of nohiliry, & —— peeres, of 
whome he was afeard leaſte tha Queene mighte haue 
ſome reſpecte in theſe caſes of Religion, this awnſwerer 
exhorteth him to looke vnto it, and to chincke betymes 
vpon the end of pierſe of Gauerſton, & the Spencers, & 
others that haue abuſed their Princes fauours in Inglad 
heretofore, to the debaſing of true nobilitie, and pilling 
of the people; he willeth him alſo to thincke of the endes 
of ry tar leroboã, & Achab with the death of ſeuentie 
children of his in owne day; notwithſtanding they were 
as well eſtabliſhed and allied for matters of the world, 
as M.Cecils of ſpring can be. Einally he beſeecheth alſo 
her Maieſtie to looke about her beryme, & not to ſuffer 
her ſelfto be caried away, or to be made a pray to one 
mans ambition only, who will not be able to remedy 
the calamities, that now he ſoweth , but will leaue them 
all on his Princes backe, when he can wade no further 
as the pittifull examples of King Ihon , King Edward 
the ſecond ,; Richard the ſecond , Henry the ſixt, and 
others driuen into miſeries by ſuch euill Councellours 
do wel declare, nor is it ſafe for any Prince to leane 5 
= _ 
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much to one mans councell, eſpecially one that ſeeketh 
ſo euidently his owne intereſte as in M. Cecil doth: mo- 
derate courſes do indure, but this is deſperate, neither 
want there meanes to reduce things yet to ſome cõpo- 
ſition, or moderation at leaſt, yt her Maieſtie would 
folow her one Princely diſpoſition, and leaue the 
bloudy humour of this old ambitions ſerpent. Her 
Maieſties age requireth more loue and peace of her 
ſubiects now, and to attend rather to ſecuritie, then to 
enter into new odious conflicts; the fly hath her ſplene, 
ſaith the Philoſopher and much more men of courage 
and free education, and ſo much bloud ſpent by vio- 
lence as lately hath bin in Ingland can not but threaten 
much bloud againe in the end. All this & much moreto 
purpoſe ſaith this awnſwerer,and in the end concludeth 
all wich certayne effectuall cõſolatiõs vnto Catholiques 
out of Euſebius , Gregorie Nazianzene , and Vitor 


Vricenſis , who» recompte the exceeding comforts , 


which God gaue vnto Catholiques that had ſuffred 
for him after their perſecutours were deſtroyed & 
confounded. ä 

He writeth alſo certayne annotations vpon the in- 
ſtructions annexed to the proclamation for the com- 
miſsioners how to execute their forme of inquiſitiong 

and all he maketh very odious and cruell, which I 

can not ſer downe here for lacke of tyme, 
but l hope to ſend yo the booke 
it ſelf very Randy. 
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
